OBBEKVATIONS ON THE ART 

OF HITTING. 
The honoured pastime of base 
ball has undergone many changes 
in the course of the last hundred 
odd years; Abner Doubleday's orlg 
lnal Ideas ate still recognizable, but 
the style of play and the directions 
of individual prowess have altered 
with the changing moods and tern 
pos of the times. Perhaps the most 
significant of these variations has 
been in the object of the batter as 
he concentrates on hitting the in- 
coming pitch. 

The late John J. McGraw, who 
with Willie Keeler of the old Bal 
timoré Orioles was responsible for 
the hit-and-run, the squeeze play, 
and many other refinements of the 
modern game, gained by constant 
practise the ability to tap every po 
tentlal strike down onto foul ter 
ritory. Thus as lead-oft man he 
received an enormous number of 
bases on balls, later forcing the 
familiar foul-strike rule as a curb 
on run-making. Once on first he 
would break for second, with Keel- 
er punching the ball through the 
spot vacated by the covering in- 
. fielder. When the foul-strike rule 
put a heavy check on the frequency 
of this play, the extra-base hit 
came to the fore as a producer of 
•coring points. 

Before the turn of the century, 
any player who could smite six 
home-runs in a season was reason- 
ably assured of the major league 
crown. Even up to 1920, IS was a 
heroic achievement: whereupon one 
man— the great and glamorous Babe 
Ruth— made the propulsion of the 
ball to the far side of the fence a 
major feature of the national pas- 
time. When in 1927 the Sultan of 
Swat set the all-time record of 60 
four-base blows, he and the late 
Lou Gehrig had created a new style 
of baseball— Murderers' Row took 
the majors by storm. 

Ah'<f"~ so ""the* artistic science of 
place-hitting met the beginning of 
its doom. Ty Cobb, its greatest ex- 
ponent, came to the end of his amax- 
ina twelve years— nine of them in 
succession— as batting-average lead- 
er of both leagues, and the slug- 
gers took over with a rush. Pitch- 
ing had to find new speed and 
craftiness to cope with the new on- 
slaught, and only a few of the old- 
style masters carried on the orig- 
inal tradition. 

The specialized skill of bunting 
has fallen to the almost exclusive 
ignominy of the sacrifice, which is 
« real pity. Even today, cagy vet- 
erans who can barely run the nine- 
ty feet will nevertheless surprise 
everyone but themselves by beating 
out a dribbler past the mound— re- 
member 01' Harry Smythe? Speed 
today is concentrated on running 
the extra base rather than on sal- 
vaging a base-hit from an easy 
grounder. 

Here in Montreal two years ago 
we saw one of the very last of the 
great place-hitters. Woody Jensen 
in his last good year could with 
equal ease hit the right-field fence 
or drop a looper over the third 
baseman's head! The epitome of his 
skill was a half-swing bounder with 
■o little momentum that the short- 
stop never reached it until Woody 
was well past the bag. He was a 
(rand old underrated veteran who 
represented the last of a noble 
dynasty; baseball will miss him and 
his kind. 

Today, the snapping DIMagglo 
wrists, the blasting Keller biceps, 
and the lithe Williams power hold 
the spotlight. Gone arc the Geh-

A trip by 
boat through the Grenadine Islands 
where livestock thrive on sea water, 
will begin the last reel which ends 
in Tobago, the isle celebrated as 
Robinson Crusoe's isle by Daniel 
Defoe, and which changed hands 
some 18 times, earning the title of 
the most disputed possession in the 
West Indies.

Shot by Revolver 
At Queen's Dance 

Sadie Hawkins 
Has Tables Turned 
With a Bang

Kingston, Ontario: C.U.P. On 
Saturday Betty Stewart was 
wounded in the shoulder by a 
shot from a revolver at the 
Sadie Hawkins dance held at 
Grant Hall of Queen's Univer- 
sity. The patient was taken to 
hospital, although it has been 
announced that her condition 
was not serious; no Injury to 
bone or muscle having been in- 
flicted, and it is expected that 
she will be discharged from the 
hospital over the week-end. 

The police were summoned 
Immediately after the accident, 
and they questioned three stu- 
dents receiving signed state- 
ments. It is generally believed 
that the revolver which was 
part of a mountaineer costume 
was left inadvertently on the 
floor, picked up and fired By 
another student who did not 
know that It had been loaded. 

Neither the names of the stu- 
dents involved nor the reason 
why the gun was loaded have 
been disclosed, and it is under- 
stood that the police and Uni- 
versity officials are withholding 
further details until more in- 
formation has been gathered. 

T. J. Rlgney, Crown Attorney 
stated that until all the facts 
had been presented in writing, 
he could not decide whether 
court proceedings would be 
taken against the student who 
is alleged to have fired the 
shot, but he added* that "they 
certainly would be if the facts 
appeared to warrant it."

LES CONCERTS SYMPHONIQUE8 
In the presence of His Excellency the 
Governor General and H.R.H. the Princess Alice, 
Desire Defauw conducted the orchestra of Les 
Concerts Symphoniqucs at Plateau Hall last 
Tuesday night. 

This was the first concert in the Brahms 
cycle which Mr. Defauw Is conducUng this 
season. The four Brahms symphonies are being 
played In reverse order, as Mr. Defauw feels, 
that the first will make a better climax than 
the fourth. 

The general impression of the concert was 
very favourable, although at times the orchestra 
seemed to lose all enthusiasm, and Just played 
because It had to. 

The concert opened with Beethoven's Over- 
ture to Fldello, the rendition of which was 
rather poor, and did not manage to convince the 
listener that 'it Is essentially gay, llghthearted, 
and yet foreshadowing drama, which the com- 
poser clearly wanted this fourth overture to his 
only complete opera to be. Especially the 
strings showed no spirit and throughout the 
piece, indeed throughout the concert they were 
far too weak. 

Then followed Brahms' fourth symphony; 
the first movement was rather muddled and In- 
correct, it seemed as though synchronization 
could not be achieved, but towards the end of 
the movement a marked Improvement was per- 
ceptible. The second movement was played with 
extraordinary simplicity and good taste, and the 
temptation to sentimentalize was most success- 
fully overcome. In this reporter's opinion the 
second movement was the highlight of the 
evening, and deserves a great deal of praise. 
The third and fourth movement were, played 
according to the score, but there was an obvious 
lack of feeling and understanding. 

Cesar Frank's "Psyche" was played very 
well, but again it failed to inspire the audience 
with any enthusiasm, although this may partly 
be a reflection on the character of the audience. 
Maurice Ravel's La Valse, an interesting com- 
position, which gives one rather a surrealistic 
impression concluded the concert It Is very 
difficult to play, and a masterpiece of orches- 
tration. The audience gave it more applause 
than any of the other pieces, and the technical 
achievement of getting through the climax with- 
out a hitch is well worth that applause. 

On the whole the concert w,as very satisfying, 
even if it was not tremendous.

MRT 

The Montreal Repertory Theatre opens this 
evening a three-day run of its second offering 
of the current season. "Nine Pine Street" is a 
seml-flctlonal murder drama by John Colton 
and Carlton Miles; the former being better 
kâmn'Sàj&itti» Shanghai Gesture" and for the 
famous "Bain." his co-adaptation with Clémence 
Randolph of Somerset Maugham's turbulent 
"Miss Sadie Thompson." It is a play of atmos- 
phere and indecision, built around the dual 
homicide through which Lizzie Borden brought 
notoriety to the inconspicuous cotton-manuJac- 
turing port of Fall River, Mass. 

The authors, disagreeing with the acquittal 
granted the accused woman, have figuratively 
reopened the caso by recreating the events 
associated with the. crimes. As in Ayn Rand's 
"Night of January 16th," the final verdict is left 
to the theatre audience, a treatment which was 
very successful when Lillian Gish played Lizzie 
Borden on Broadway some years ago. 

In the difficult combination of star and 
director, the production features the capable 
Mildred Mitchell, aided by a supporting cast ot 
local note. The maintenance of these public 
performances in addition to studio plays, troop 
entertainment by the Tin Hat Revue, and an 
attractive publicity magazine, is a credit in full 
measure to a group carrying steadily on In the 
memory of recent bereavement and in times of 
marked uncertainty. The MRT*s record promise» 
a worthwhile presentation.

An Open Letter to Life Magasine 

Sir,— 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that 
your magazine is following a policy calculated 
deliberately to foster a spirit of mediocrity 
and complacent values, which you mask under 
the pretentious heading of "The typical Am- 
erican way of life." 

This so called typical way of life has been 
exemplified superbly in your recent article on 
the 18-year-old boy. . 

You depict him as supremely honest, hard 
working, morally decent, with execrable taste 
in clothes and addicted to the comic strips, 
having books in his room that he has never 
"gotten around to reading." He states that he 
is thrilled to be about to fight, but when asked 
why shifts uneasily from foot to foot and does 
not know what to say. 

America must bè awfully proud of her 
youth as depicted In this example, a noble 
clean living youth, with no emotional stabil- 
ity, and in the naivete of a twelve-year-old, 
the hero of the age. 

If this particular individual were really to 
exemplify the youth of the country, God help 
that country! A young man of 18 in 1842 who 
cannot clearly define either for himself or 
anybody else, the reasons why he is going to 
war, 1* merely an automaton, in no way re- 
moved from the youth of Nazi Germany; Im- 
pelled by an hysterical fervor that stems solely 
from an emotional form of patriotism, entirely 
subvervient to any reasonable facts. 

Idealists continually state that this war is 
being fought to "preserve our precious demo- 
cratic way of life." A somewhat hazy expres- 
sion, when democracy, bureaucracy, and fascist 
control seem to have merged into one bewil- 
dering entity. But here a definition of de- 
mocracy i« .unnecessary. ...

Obviously the precious attributes of democ- 
racy are perfectly set down In your descrip- 
tion of the environment of this clghteen-year- 
old, his Interests and ideals. That being the 
case democracy is hardly worth while saving. 
The petty interests, gosslplngs, of the "little in- 
habitants of a small town" are not in tune 
with the spirit of the age; they belong entirely 
to the rotten egoistic society produced by the 
Industrial Revolution, rapid expansion of the 
nineteenth century, and selfish enterprise that 
followed. 

The Russians and the Chinese do not think 
of guzzling lce-creom sodas and dancing to the 
latest jitterbug novelty when they are 18 years 
of age and lucky enough to go to University 
and later to war. When they go to University 
they concern themselves with finding' out the 
motives of war in general, and the reasons why 
their country in particular happens to be at 
war now. Having examined the motives with- 
out prejudice, they go to war not for the sake 
of an Ice-cream soda, but for a culture and 
heritage to which they belong. They love their 
countries not for material advantages, not be- 
cause it Is convenient for their family or busi- 
ness, but because to each individual inhabitant 
of these countries, his country Is In itself a 
living being that must be built up, cherished 
and respected, a place whence comes a flood 
of art, beauty and tradition that pervades each 
inhabitant 

And that is true of America; fortunately 
your attempt to simplify such a complicated 
organism of consciousness into cheap emo- 
tional materialism will have only a local effect 
upon the shallow persons who cannot under- 
stand anything beyond their own Hollywood- 
manufactured sentimentality and Idea of pat- 
riotism; but to any outsider who bases his con- 
cept of America merely upon what Jie reads 
in "Life Magazine" will be given an impres- 
sion that will hardly contribute to universal 
understanding and appreciation after the war.

The Willkie Problem 

It seems to me. that there has been some 
misunderstanding of Willkle's position. It is 
true, as Mr. Archibald says, that Canada and 
the other British Dominions have benefitted 
through their association with Great Britain. 
Willkie does not wish this association broken. 
This is indicated by his calling Canada part 
of the "British Commonwealth of Free 
Nations," which he praises os a magnificent 
example of the self-government of free 
peoples. No such state of affairs exists In the 
"British Empire,* I.e. the British colonies, 
dominated and exploited by Britain. If the 
natives of the British colonies receive benefits 
from Britain, these are far out-weighed by the 
colossal mistakes Britain has made. 

I agree with Mr. Archibald that some few 
words, spoken or printed, cannot settle a pro- 
blem. But he complains of Willkle's vague- 
ness. Does he expect Willkie to settle the 
World's problems In a few words? Willkie 
explains that his purpose is to provoke dis- 
cussion of these problems. He is afraid that wo 
will fall back on the old solutions, which 
have proved to be unsuccessful. He knows 
the problem of imperialism cannot be settled 
in a day. That's why we must begin to think 
about it, for it will be one of the problems 
that will have to be faced If we win the war. 
And I, for one, cannot be satisfied with Mr. 
Allen's answer that such thought "is impract- 
ical since we arc not to have a new, regenerate 
world after the war anyway. It is good to 
see such a prominent man as Willkie oppose 
such an attitude as this. Certainly if we give 
the matter no thought, we won't have a new, 
regenerate world after the war. 

Mr. Archibald states that man "has been 
unable, so far, to see beyond his own domestic 
back yard. Have we won the war against 
physical Isolationism only to be faced by 
mental isolationism? It is time everyone 
realized that the nations of the world arc 
Interdependent, and it will not be possible 
after the war for each country to conduct its 
affairs oblivious to the rest of the world. 
Canada will not be permitted to burn Its 
wheat while Europe starves. The "Have" 
countries will have to aid the "Have Not's," 
and planning will have to be on a world-wide 
«calé. 

Also, Mr. Archibald states: "Can anyone 
visualize the cry of horror that would arise 
if, for example, China attempted to suggest 
changes In the American way of life?" May 
I reply that I hope China suggests lots and 
lots of changes in the American way of life, 
There is much in China (and other countries, 
too) that anyone could profit by. One of my 
favorite books is "The Importance of Living" 
by Lin Yutang in which he suggested a num- 
ber ot ways American civilization could be 
changed for the better. This book was received 
enthusiastically by America. May there be 
many more likei t! 

In conclusion I'd liko to say that we shall 
never, forgive ourselves if we do not at least 
try to do a better Job of the peace this time 
than we did last —J. H.

Dear Sir,— Ih acknowledgement 
of Mr. G. Hatcher's letter publish- 
ed on November 27, it would seem 
in order to call attention to both 
specific and technical errors In his

In the first paragraph Mr. Hatch- 
er states: "The authors sarcastical- 
ly implied that the International 
Students Service was more inter- 
ested in German refugees and pris- 
oners of war than in the Poles." 

Strangely enough there was no 
mention either direct or indirect of 
I.S.S. In our letter. The only place 
where we referred to the I.S.S. was 
the beginning of the article, and 
this reference was neither sarcastic, 
nor in connection with the student 
rally. 

Had Mr. Hatcher read the letter 
before answering it, he would have 
noticed that we criticized the or 
ganizers of the rally only. "The 
I.S.S. had no part in planning the 
rally." 

In regard to the second para 
graph of his letter we do sincerely 
appreciate the magnificent work 
of both the I.S.S. Committee and 
of the Red Cross which they arc 
doing for the Polish soldiers and 
officers interned in Switzerland 
and in Germany, and we were very 
interested in the speech made by 
Mr. Dale Brown.

Sir, 

Very, recently necessity dictated 
the introduction of an Air Training 
Plan in the Montreal High Schools. 
In order not to overburden the 
high school students, the . Protest- 
ant School Board of Montreal de- 
cided to remove one regular course 
from the curriculum. The question 
then arose, which course could best' 
be spared? It was the recommenda 
lion of the Montreal Protestant 
School Board that the two Latin 
courses, translation and grammar— 
the two exams _ matriculation can 
didates had to take under previous 
rules, be combined into one course 
and that this would solve the prob- 
lem. 

With McGill authorities, rested 
the final decision, and, on the ob- 
jection of the head of a McGill Arts 
department, the decision was made, 
and. handed to the school board 
that the Latin courses would con 
tinue as in the past and that history 
will be eliminated from the curri- 
culum. 

It Is to be pointed out that at high 
schools in the city of Montreal the 
only subject which In any. way 
deals with the political, social and 
economic forces which affect our 
lives is history. Further, upon com- 
ing to University most students 
have little opportunity of studying 
history. I respectfully wish to point 
out that this war is being fought 
for the survival and achievement 
of democracy. The students at high 
school will now be trained to fight 
this war. But from now on -they 
will not be allowed to study history, 
the only subject In high schools 
which teaches them about the pol 
ltical, economic, social ideas about 
democracy, for which they are 
training to fight. 

It is no doubt very nice to study 
Latin— if one Is interested, but the 
men of tomorrow must learn, and 
learn positively what this democ- 
racy and these democratic rights 
are, and about the bitter struggles 
of centuries fought everywhere for 
the rights of man. Surely our youth 
should learn history, the only sub- 
ject dealing with these vital mat- 
ters. 

This action must be corrected. 
Further I challenge any one to 
demonstrate any one value that two 
Latin papers can have in the pres- 
ent war effort or in post-war recon- 
struction. That history has great 
and a vital importance to us I have 
shown above. 

Further in some provinces in Can- 
ada it is not necessary to pass any 
Latin papers at all for admission to 
the Arts Faculty. Yet this depart- 
ment head at McGill, insists not on 
one. Latin paper, but TWO! I Surely 
this situation must be rectified Im- 
mediately. 

I would ask the Students' Council 
to investigate this matter thorough-
